to visit what might be termed an up- 
to-date factory on Thursday last. 
The one we have reference to is the 
Spring Hill factory, of which Mr, 
Duncan McBeath is President, 
situated two miles from Madoc. Up 
till this year this factory has been in 
the same class as_ probably all other 
factories, but the directors coming to 
the conclusion that in order to keep 
abreast of the times it was necessary 
to make extepsive improyements on 
the factory building. In order to do 
this they installed new cement floors 
in the factory, and added a cool cur- 
ing room to the building. The milk is 
handled into the vats after going 
through .the necessary tests and is 
worked by machinery instead of the 
old hand rake process. Agitators are 
putin the vat, and these are run by 
steam, which dispenses with the old 
methods used heretofore. The curd 
coming to the proper form it is taken 
from the vats and placed in the curd 
drying vat, where the whey is allowed 
to drain off. Itis then put into the 
presses ina room set apart for press- 
ing the cheese. After being remoy- 
ed from the presses it is taken to an- 
other room where it is allowed to 
stand before being “taken to the

THE WONDERS OF FARMING BY 
IRRIGATION. 


While Wall Street has been busy 
watering stocks and breaking its clients, 
tre West has been busy watering land 
end making farmers rich, Water is a 
nughty bad thing in stocks, and a 
mighty good thing in irrigation, djtches, 
ready to turn on and off at will. 

The average man who has never 
studied the subject thinks that the need 
of irrigation is a misfortune. The fact 
is, that the country where irrigation is 
pessible is fortunate. Wherever irriga- 
lion is possible it is profitable. 
Eastern farmer “fertilizes” his land. The 
Western farmer “irrigates” his. If the 
Eastern farmer could irrigate he would 
need to fertilize much less. But irriga- 
tion is possible only in a comparatively 
few favored localities. There are large 
irrigated tracts in California, Utah, 


Washington, Colorado and some other} 


States. In Canada irrigation is success- 
fully practised in the fertile valleys of 
British Columbia, and over a-large area 
ir, Southern Alberta, where we have 
the greatest irrigation proposition of 
modern times. 

The peculiar feature of our Canadian 
irrigation Operations is that the sun fur- 
nishes the water. The supply is drawn 
from the main range of the Rocky 
Mountains. As the season advances, 
the snow mells higher and higher up 
the mountains, and thus a constant, un- 


failing supply of water is furnished to’ 


the rivers which fill the irrigation 
ditches during the spring and summer 
seasons, al the very time moisture is 
needed for the crops. Qwing to the in- 
exhaustible supply of water coming 
from the mountains it is unnecessary 
to build storage drains or reservoirs. 
The farmer on irrigated land is thus as- 
sured that in the very dryest season he 
wilt have all the water he cares to use, 
and as the ground is rich and the cli- 
male favorable he has no anxiety about 
his crops. 

Irrigation is most favorable to inten- 
Sive farming operations—getling ‘he 
maximum of crops from the minimum 
of acreage. Although large irrigaled 
furms, from a quarter section upwards, 
are now the order of the day, the ten- 
dency will doubtless be towards more 
limited holdings. As land becomes 
more yaluable farmers will sell olf 
part of their holdings at good profits 
and confine their efforls on a more ‘n- 
tensified seale to smaller acreage, Such, 
at any rate, has been the history of ir- 
rgated farming in the United States. 
were {here have sprung up closely set- 
Ved and prosperous dairying, fruit- 
growing and mixed farming communi- 
lies. These have hecome the natural 
centres for cheese, bulter and condensed 
milk factories, beet sugar factories and 
other kindred industries, which natur- 
aily locate where the population ia 
densest and the productive capacity of 
the land the greatest.

DOGS AS MAN HUNTERS! 


NOVEL TESTS AT VIENNA TO DIs- 
PLAY THEIR USEFULNESS, 


Canines Thought to Have a Wolf Strain 
Showed Knowledge of 


Business. 


As the result of an exhibition trial 
held in Vienna lately it is believed that 
4 canine force will be added to the 
Austrian army and police departments, 
The object of the trial was to de ide 
whether Austria should fallow the ex- 
ample of France and Germany, where 
dogs are already in use. All the en- 
ids were of the German sheep-dog 
type, and if met running wild might be 
taken for a band of wolves. The dog 
Stegfried, from Jona, took the highest 
prize, and medals were won by Harras, 
Lux, Pan and Isegriumm, from Bruns- 
wick, Frankfort, Dortmund and Mu- 
nich. Most of the competitors came 
from Germany with their owners and 
trainers. 

Nothing like this sort of competition 
has been seen in Great. Britain, where 
the watchdog is the only sort trained 
to defend life and property and the 
bloodhound to be an aid in tho pursuit 
of criminals. At the time of the White- 
chapel crimos. in London there was an 
unsuccessful attempt to ferret out the 
cviprit with bloodhounds. Yet given 
the faintest of true scents the blood- 
heund will run down its human quarry 
to a certainty, but a guesswork clue in 
a city slums was not a fair test of 

THE BREED'S SAGACTY. 

That the breed has lost none of its cun- 
ning is demonstrated in the frequent 
bloodhound tests in England, which are 
one of the most interesting and instruc- 
live sporting fixtures in that land of 
sport. The method is to send a man 
from the kennel on a ten to twenty mile 
jaunt, which will perhaps include the 
streets of a town or several villages, 
With a stop or two at public houses for 
a “wet.” At the end of the route the 
man takes refuge on a stile or else he 
discards his shoes, which sometimes 
have been anointed with a special scent, 
and plods homeward barefooted. Some 
time after the man has left the kennel 
the dog or dogs are put on the trail. 
Thereafter it is a canine hare and hound 
game or imitation of a real man hunt, 
the owners and judges following on 
foot or horseback to mark the points 
made by each entry. 

Following a scent was only a minor 
facture of the competition at Vienna, 
although Harras, the entry from Buns- 
wick, is credited with discovering two 
murderers after the police were at faull, 
when he.was brought to the chase some 
days after {he commission of the crime 
and also with finding the-body of a 
drowned woman ten days after she had 
been missed. Tho tests, whieh were 
beld during three days in the Schwar- 
zenberg Gardens, and in rainy weather, 
also included surmounting obstacles — 
relrieving lost articles, seeking lost in- 
dividuals and baying them, “dead” cr 
alive, saving the drowning and carry- 
ing messages. 

In the man hunting, a district mes 
Senger boy volunteered as the criminal 
and was dressed for the part. All the 
dogs found him in a fem minutes wher- 
ever he hid, which was not a very won- 
derful feat, as 


THE SCENT WAS A HOT ONE. 


There was no attempt to have the dogs 
pizzle out a cold scent. The dogs were 
content to hold up the fugilive when 
they found him, except Siegfried.

“The trainers 
claimed that their dogs would carry 
wnessages over four or five kilome 
easily in the same way ond at a corre- 
sponding pace, It can ensily be seen 
how useful such dogs might be between

DEADLIER TORPEDOES. 


New Projectile Under Consideration by 
Germany, 


The torpedo service of the German 
navy, which is extraordinarily proficient, 
is about to undergo an improvement 
whiich, experts believe, will make that 
orm the most powerful, in the world. 
sy increasing the size ‘of both torpe- 
co-tubes the velocity of these projec- 


tiles will be increased by fully five 
knots. 

All the new warships under con- 
Struction — including the “Dread- 
noughts,” the giant cruisers, and the 
turbine torpedo-boals—will be _ filted 


with the torpedoes and tubes, the dia- 
meter of which will be raised from the 
standard of 17% inches, now in use ‘n 
roost navies, to 19% inches, and which 
will be lengthened in proportion. 

The decision was taken alt a secret 
meeting of the high officers in the con- 
struction division of the Admiralty, held 
al Kiel last week, under the Presidency 
of the Naval Secretary, Admiral von 
Tirpilz. 

It was the opinion of the majorily ef 
th. expents that increase in speed of 
the German torpedoes, which they  re- 
gurded as necessary, could be accom- 
p'ished only by radical alterations in 
the size of the torpedo propeller and 
nitive apparatus, As the older German 
ships carry 13% inch and the newer 
74% inch torpedoes, it was objected 
hat the introduction of the 19% inch 
weapon. would necessitate the fleet go- 
ing into action with three different siz- 
“s of torpedoes. But it was determin- 
et that the overwhelming superiority 
ufforded by the new type far outweighs 
{his advantage.

~ Generally, a few buck are secured by 
the hunter, for, wilh a little luck and 
foresight, this stratagem ts nearly in- 
fallible. 

This is not a’system that many of us 
admire, and it is most destructive to 
the buck. 


BIG LOSS IN LUMBER. 


The New-Edinburgh Section of Ottawa

Sussex street to and from Rockliffe and 
Escapede, “ ‘The lumber piles destroyel 
were principally hardwood. Altogether 
about two million feet of lumber was 
burned.

POLICE OF PORT ARTHUR HUNTING FOR

THE LESSON WORD STUDIES. 


Based on the text of the Revised Ver- 
sicn. 

“And He (Jehovah) Called.”"—Thus did 
ihs Jews designate the third book of the 
Pentateuch by the opening phrase of ils 
firs! sentence; we cannot say its first 


writings of the Hebrews had neither 
schapler nor yerse divisions, nor yet 
punctuation marks of any kind. We 
must remind ourselves again and again 
{hat the punctuation, paragraphing, 
chapter divisions, book, charter, and 
page headings of our Bibles are com- 
paratively recent additions to and modi- 
fications of the original form of the text. 
Thus also the designation “The Third 
Book of Moses, Commonly Called Levi- 
ficus,” found at the beginning of this 
book. The book of Levilicus was early 
known by that.name from the fact.that 
it-delineates the jegislation touching the 
duties of Levites. For a similar reason 
it, was offen called .“4he Law. of the 
Priests!" and sometimes’ also “the Book 
of Offerings.” It is generally admitted 
-to be a single document, the eontents of 
which fall naturally’ into’ four -parts, 
Namely ; (1) The Laws of Sacrifice (ch ap- 
fers 1-7; (2) Ceremonial for Conscera-

Not only is the flesh of horses and 
mules -cafen. in- Germany almost as 
much as in France, but also there is a 
crowing consumption of dog meal, and 
in some localities dogs are fattened for 
market, and there are even special abat- 
toirs for slaughlering\them. ihe use of 
dog meat is said to have had ils origin 
in Saxony, and there are statistics go- 
ing as far back as 1869. But on June 3, 
1000, a law was passed which author- 
ized the sale and consumption of dog 
all over the German empire. ;

AUSTRALIAN SHEEP FARM 


WOOL INDUSTRY IS IN GOOD 


CONDITION. 


Lady Sarah Wilson Talks of Possibilities 
for Settlers From the Old 


Country. 

Lady Sarah Wilson writes in the 
London Daily Mail, of Australia, as 
follows — 

“There is an appearance of solid pros- 
perity in both the great towns, Mel- 
bourne and. Sydney. ‘The shops are 


excellent, the streets present an ¢x- 
tremely busy appearance, smart motor 
cars go buzzing about, and the ladies 
and children who throng the pavements 
are all very well dressed. But it is nol 
07 ‘town life but of bush or country life 
‘thal 1 want to write, so I shall ask my 
readers. to foHow- me. a. couple of-tun- 
dred miles from the capital to a station 
in one of the many fertile parts of Vic~ 
toria; When, four cr five hundred miles 
further on, to a similar property on the 
vast plains of New South Wales. 
SHEEP AND THEIR VALUE. 

“In Victoria the nightmare of ‘drought’ 
is not so greatly dreaded as in other 
localities. Of course, there are good and 
bad*seasons, but as a rule the rainfall 
is generally to be counted on with 
average regularity. Here are to be found 
small farms with fine crops of grain 
and potatoes, the soil rich enough to 
grow anything, interspersed among the 
larger sheep stations. In the station we 
were at in. Victoria the pasture is so 
good that-it carries_as many as two 
sheep to an acre, whereas in New South 
Wales about oné sheep’ to an. acre is 
the most that can be reckoned, | Each 
sheep is supposed to produce ten 
pounds of wool a year, and at the al- 
most record price at which wool is now 
selling the fleece of each animal should 
bs worth at least ten shillings yearly. 
In addition, lambs are worth ten shil- 
lings a head. 

“All sheep are now shorn by machin- 
ery, and a record shearer can shear up 
{9 one hundred and seventy a day—one 
hundred being about the average, 


* GOVERNMENT IRRIGATION, 


“One large landowner near where we 
were, slaying has gone in extensively 
for irrigation, and has made 150 miles of 
canals on his property, by dint of which 
he can grow lucerne, which cdrries up 
to twenly sheep to an acre, and. im- 
proved other land to enable it to, carry 
two sheep to an acre,” This landowner 
paid thirty shillings an acre for his 
property eight years a and now 
would not sell it for £3 10s, an acre 
In consequence of this example, the 
Government have even now commenced 
a system of irrigation on a large scale 
in this part of New South Wales, which, 
in the almost immediate fiiture, will 
render a large district? now only fit for 
sheep suitable . for closer settlement, 
which “means the cultivation of {ruit,} 
urain and vegelables—a great inditce- 
ment for new settlers,

A drop of human blood illustrates as 
well as any other substance the illimi- 
table profundity of Nature, There is the 
colorless watery liquid of the blood 
called the plasma, and suspended in this 
plasma there lie multitudes of litle 
bodies that may be divided roughly into 
three kinds. Most prominent are th« 
red blood-corpuse little button-like 
discs, of which there exist about 5,000,000 
lo the cubic millimetre; then there are 
the white blood<orpuscles, or leucocytes, 
little masses of protoplasm that have the 
power to change their shape and tamove 
from place to;place, and that look mar- 
vellously like the organism called the 
amoeba that lives in muddy water; and; 
finally, there are the tiny bodies, that to 
the eye of sense are hardly more than 
points, expand under the eye of the 
mind to worlds—worlds of “wingy mys- 
teries and airy subtleties” that daze o 
man to study, and that are yet plainly 
of absolute importance to his life and 
wellage. 

Thus, in the colorless watery plasma 
of the blood there exist numerous sub 
stances that compared: with ales infini- 
fesimal quantities are almost infinitely 
powerful for good or evil.= In demon- 
stration of this, one, only, out of these 
many interesting substances shall be 
taken as the subjeckmatler of this 
paper—the opsonins.

WAS IN CANADA, 


Sir Harry began his career in the 
army in 1869, when he obtained a com- 
miission as lieutenant in’ the 69th Regi- 
ment, which was sent fo Canada short- 
ly afterwards. The regiment.shared ‘n 
the defence of the frontier “during the 
Venian invasion of 1780, and he was 
decorated with a medal by Lord Strath- 
cona in London a few years ago, while 
undergoing special treatment for wounds 
received in One of his innumerable skir 
mishes, Sir Harry’s regiment was sta- 
tiened for some years in Canada, and 
while he was in Quebec most of the 
lime he was also posted for intervals 
at Toronto, Brantford and London. 

WENT TO MOROCCO. 

From Canada he was shifted to, Gib- 
raltar, where he had a staff appoint- 
ment. The Sultan of Morocco was de- 
sirous of obtaining a British officer lo 
Grill his half savage army, and the po- 
sifion was offered Maclean. The pros- 
pect appealed strongly to his martial 
tusfes and love of adventure, and he 
giadly accepted, resigning in 1876 to en- 
ler upon his duties of organizing tne 
Sultan’s forces, He rapidly rose in fa- 
vor by his daring, intrepidity and mill- 
tury genius,'and became a prime favor- 
ite with the late sullan and inspired 
equal regard and confidence. in his suc- 
cessor, 

SCOTCH ALL THROUGH. 

Maclean, whose headquarters have 
been at Fez, has maintained a band ef 
12 pipers, all Moors, in charge of a 
Scot, and wearing the proud tartan of 
the Maclean clan. For some time Ma- 
jor, Angus. Ogilvy, of the 13th Hussars, 
Was in command of his cavalry. Major 
Ggilvy was in-Canada some years ago, 
and is known to a number of Canadian 
mililary men. 

In 1893 Sir Henry visited England for 
the first time since he had severed his 
connection with the British army. He 
Was on a special mission for the Sul- 
fan, who was anxious to obtain assur- 
ancesof British support. 

GIVEN A GUARD,

So successful was Sir Henry in his 
mission that on his return, the Sultan, 
as a particular miark of favor, insisted 
on presenting him with 150 wives.

Social selfishness is the most serious 
charge against the church of our day.

Yet the correctness with which this 
necusation is made against the church 
for failure to enter upon ber work of 
regenerating and reconstructing  socl- 
ely, the flerce invective freely poured 
en the individual or the corporation

mien and women and disregards all hu- 
man rights, the popular indignation 
against social wrong is the most prom- 
ising sign of the time. 

There is an awakening social consci- 
ence; as never before men are realizing 
that the old question, “Am I my bro- 
ther's keeper?” must be answered in a 
clear and active affirmative, There 
never was a time when there was more 
serious search for the right way of dis- 
charging -that responsibility which the 
individual has come to feel for human-

Bull Symbols in Hebrew Worship.— 
The word translated “calf” in our lesson 
passage is somewhat misleading. It is 
used in Hebrew in a much wider sense 
and very frequently designates the full- 
grown animal. Thus in Jer, 31. 18, and 
in Judg. 14. 18, the reference is to a 
young bull and a young cow respeclive- 
Ty. full-grown and ‘ready to be broken to 
the plow. Among the agricultural 
people, such as were the Hebrews, the

smost natural symbol: of strength and 


vilal energy was the young bull. It was 
natural, therefore, that this people when 
in quest of on appropriate symbol under 
which to represent the presence of Jeho- 
vah, whom thus for they had learned to 
know almost solely as the God of power 
and irresistible might, who brought 
death and destruction to his enemies, 
and spoke even unto his own people in 
fones of thunder from the cloud-covered 
mountain height, should do os so many 
ollier peoples similarly situated, and 
semo of them closely relnted to the Is- 
raclites racially, had done, and clothe 
their ideal of the Divine Presence in this 
material form.

Do fowls talk? A scientist who has 
for many years been investigating the!

ing comrades by a system of specch. | 
The noises that fowls make with their 
throats are, in his opinion, conclusive- 
ly proved to be conversation, because! 
when a hen is alone, it is invariably 
si'ent; but just as soon os the solitary ! 
hen or rooster meets another, you will 
hear, if you know chicken-language, | 
an animated conversation, 
The professor has not pursued his re- 
searches far enough to be able to un- 
derstand what fowls say, but he claims | 
to be able to interpret many of their. 
sounds, and has succeeded in imitating 
them so well, that various experimental 
hens have paid close attention to his 

words, 

IIe has learned, for instance, the cry 
of alarm made by a hen when a hawk 
is drawing near, and if he gives. vent 
lo il, all the chickens in the immediate | 
vicinity run for sheller, He tells us 
{hat chickens are terrible gossips, stop- 
ping to tell each Other current news 
and suchlike. 

Poultry-keepers will be surprised to 


learn that no two fowls crow exactly 
alike. The professor has taken nole of 
some five hundred chanticleers, and 
says that very litle study shows one 
the difference in conversational powers. 
Acrow can last from three to seven sec- 
ends, according to the information to} 
be imparted, Everyone knows the crow 
in the stilly night, which acts as a tele- 
graph between the roosters of the neigh- 
borhood, also the crow of triumph after 
a rival fowl.has been vanquished. 
When the worthy professor shall 
have carried bis studies of chicken-lan- 
guage to a point that will enable poul- 
try-keepers to interpret messages as to 
the future egg supply of particular 
fowls, he will have rendered mankind

In Samoa tattooing is opplied to the

goged by a prepayment of several mats, | 
»° perhaps a canoe, “Combs" are used, | 
and also a little mallet. The combs are | 
mado of human bones, about an inch 
or Jess in width, resembling litle bone 
ndzes with the edges cut with a number | 
of teeth. These blades are attached to 
handles about six inches long. The pig- 
ment is made from the ashes of the 
cocoanut. The person to be tattooed 
lies on his face, resting his head in the 
Jap of his sister or some other fernale 
relative, who, with other young women 
assisting, sings loudly to drown his 
groans, as it would injure his record for 
courage to be heard giving vent to ex- 
pressions of pain. Instances have oc- 
curred, however, when young braves 
have lost all self-control, being entirely 
overcome with the agony of the opera- 
lion, and have been despised as cow- 
ards for the rest of their lives. The 
operator, having traced out his pattern, 
commences to drive the toothed “comb” 
(hrough the skin with his mallet by 
sharp and rapid taps. The assistants 
ara ready with strips of white “massi” 
to clean off the blood as’it flows from 
the wounds.

BALLOONS FOR WARFARE 


HOW FAR CONQUEST OF THE AIR 
HAS BEEN ACCOMPLISHED. 


Dirig:ble Balloons in Germany and 
France—Can Be Used for War 
Only on Calm Days. 


In its entirety there is no subject 
more fascinating than that of aerial 
navigation, and especially is this true of 
its military aspects. Dreamers of world 
power lo be suddenly achieved invoke 
the aid of some wondrous invention 
Which gives its owners the absolute 
dominion of the air and the consequent 
supremacy on land and sea. Here cer- 
tainly is a splendid field for speculative 
romance. 

As long as the visionary nature of the 
dream was frankly acknowledged, 
writes J. H, Ledeboer in the London 
Daily Mail, well and good. But quite 
recently it has been gravely and re- 
peatedly asserted by responsible persons 
that this conquest of the air is almost, if 
mol entirely, a fait accompli, that future 
wars will be fought out in the air by 
fleets of flying machines and squadrons 
sf airships. Nations are soberly said to 
be constructing these new engines of 
war in all secrecy. 


When we come to look closely into the 
matter, however, we find that the only 
existing facts in this direction are two 
dirigible balloons—one in’ France, the 
other in Germany, Both have had sev- 
eral trials; both have been very fairly 
successful. But before it is possible to 
estimale in how far they are suitable 
instruments of war, it is essential to lay 
the purpose of military 
aeronautics, so oflen misunderstood. 
These are: To direct the artillery fire 
on the enemy's position; te reconnoitre 
the enemy's lines and spy out the dis- 
position of his forces; to destroy his 
troops, stores and fortifications by 
drepping explosives; and, lastly, to 
transport troops with speed and safety, 
possibly over ground that could not be 
covered 

BY ANY OTHER MEANS, 


For the first of these purposes a diri- 
gible balloon is scarcely so suilable as 
an ordinary captive balloon, and cer- 
tainly less so than a man-lifting~ kite. 
Its huge bulk would offer far too obvious 
a target for the enemy's guns, 

Vor the other purposes, however, no 
more admirable instrument could well 
be devised than a dirigible balloon, 
provided that it fulfills certain condi- 
tions. ‘The proviso, however, is essen- 
lial. Briefly, to be of any use from a 
military point of view, an airship must 
possess the following qualities: high 
speed and large lifling power in order 
fo move against the wind and escape 
the enemy's fire, either by moving rapid- 
ly at o fairly low elevation or by tem- 
perarily rising to a great height; ex-

“The Superintendent | Has 
ss Annual Report. - 


The Superintendent of Neglected and 
Dependent Children, Ontario, has issued 
This report of work dono during the past 
year, and the matter contained therein 
ds very interesting, because it deals wilh 
the mast hopeful, helpful and encour- 
{ sing averk that governments or philan- 
popists can engage in. The work 
7 deals with human beings—children—not 
in the mass, but us individuals. 
No doubt many of our readers have 
heard of Children's Aid Societies in an 
dlefinile way, but if they wish to get a 
close acquaintance with this important 
work they should send for a copy of Mr. 
‘Kelso's report. Briefly, the Children’s 
Aid Societies are organizations of vol- 
—untary workers who aro interested in 
elping all children, but more especially 
‘those who by reason of their environ- 
ment seem to be faled to become tie 
 “waifs, the outcasts, and the predatory 
mbers of soci Families are grow- 
‘ing up in all parts of our province the 
_ parents of, which are not only not giving 
reasonable care, sustenance and good 
example to their children, but are them- 
_ sselves the children's chief examples of 
vice and ovildloing. The aim of the 
Children's Aid work is, afler exhausting 
every reasonable means to improve the 
‘Act vf the children in their own homes, 
_ _lo-apply for guardianship, and there- 
 afler these children aro, in a sense, 
wards of the Government. They are 
_ mol placed in institutions, but are placed 
1 fosler-homes, where they receive the 
vordinary individual care and treatment 
_ they should have received in their own 
themes. They aro regularly visited by 
authorized persons, who inquire care- 
~ fully into their treatment by their foster- 
parents. and if this is not satisfactory,

SEA CURRENTS. 


Ocean Streams Are as Variable as the- 
{ Winds of Heaven. 


There are os many vagaries in tho 
walter as in the wind. Why, for in- 
stance, should three great ocean cur-" 
rents send their warm waters across 
the wide Pacific, Atlantic, and across — 
the Cape of Good Hope? Many theories 
have been advanced to solve the prob- 
lem of their origin, but all have proved 
fallacious. 

Other and equally mysterious currents 
exist in well nigh all parts of the world. 
The tides are so erratic in different parts 
o:; the world that one hesitates to ac- 
cept the theory that the moon controls 
them in all cases, says Wissen fur Alle. 
It is on record that the sea has run for 
weeks out of the Java Sea through the 
Straits of Sunda, and thence back again 
for a like period, without any perceptible 
rise or fall during those times. 

‘Then there is the equatorial current 
that flows into the Caribbean Sea; the 
overflowing current to the enslward 
around Cape Horn; the cold stream 
flowing from the icy regions of the north 
past Newfoundland and Nova Scotian and 
along the American coast to the extremo 
end of Florida; the continual current — 
running with a velocily of from four to 
five knots an hour through the Straits 
of Gibraltar into the Mediterannean 
Sea; the swift current running across 
the rocks and shoals of the end of Billi- 
ton Island, which apparently starts 
{rcm nowhere and ends somewhere in 
the vicinity of the same place, and the - 
current which, starting half-way up the 
China Sea, runs from two to {hreeknots 
an hour to the north, and finally ends 
abruptly at the north end of Luzon. 

‘Then we have those tidal vagaries 
known the world over as bores. Resi- 
dents along the North Sea are familiar 
with them, and can see them run from 
side to side in a zigzag shape, until they 
reach their limit, often tearing the ships 
from anchorage. They originate nobody. 
knows where or why. 

‘Tho rush of walters in the Bay of 
Fundy is nothing, but a huge boro 
sweeping all before it up fo-the head of 
the bay, until the western waters have 
risen to the height of 50 or 69 feet, oft

He also congratulated them 
on the cleanliness of milk stands and 
their surroundings, and suggested 
that they still keep on making im- 
provements in this line, and strongly 
wdvised the better cooling of milk at 
night. He told THe Review that he

The people have an officeholding 
craze, Public employment appeals to 
French vanity and the pension appeals 
to French thrift, A man who once gels 
his toes in a public office will never die 
of slarvation. So the young people are 
deserting the productive occupations to 
look for small jobs under the Govern- 
ment. The boys want to be clerks or 
even ushers in place of taking up trades 
and the girls are deserting dressmaking 
and millinery to become ‘teachers or 
telephone girls or typewrilers in public 
offices.

If a chief by any accident comes in 
and asks for them the other ¢elerks—the 
ones who de the work—suavely reply 
thal “Mr, So and So is somewhere in the 
building; there are his hat and coat.” 
Nine times out of ten this ends the -inci- 
dent; but if the chief shows a real de 
sire to see the absentee a friend sends a 
niessenger to find him. 

In 1846 there were only 262,000 paid 
officials in the country and 461,000 un- 
paid ones. These figures grew in 1858 
to 340,000 paid and 489,000 unpaid. In 
1873 there were 341,000 paid and 459,000 
unpaid, the reduction in the latter being 
due to the loss of Alsace-Lorraine and 
the abolition of the empire with its many 
honorary posts. 

In 1896 the paid functionaries num- 
bered 582,000 and the unpaid ones 462.- 
QUO. The present figure of 650,000 paid 
employees shows an inérease of nearly 
threefold in about sixty years, yet in 
that time the population of France has 
made hardly any progress, 

The financial burden is enormous. The 
262,000 employees. in 1846 drew alto- 
gether about $68,000,000 from the publie 
treasury. ‘The 650,000 of te+iiy receive 
194,000,000 in salaries and fees, Be- 
sides this sum more than $40,000,000 is 
paid oul annually in ciyil pensions. 

By far the greater part of the money 
is paid out to persons in the medium 
grades. Next comes the class of low 
priced employees — watchmen, office- 
boys, ushers and the like. One-third of 
all the public employees recelve salar- 
ies less than $200 a yeare™ One-half re- 
ceive from that sum up to $1,000. 

Even men occupying high judicia] and 
administralive positions do not get big 
pay, with a few exceptions. Here are

Ambassadors receive $8,000 a!_year 
salary, but allowances for expenses} of 
the embassy are added, ranging from 
$34,000 a year at Sl. Petersburg to $4,000 
a year al Bern. Ministers Plenipoten- 
tiary receive from $4,800 to $6,000 a 
year, with varying allotments for ex- 
penses. ‘The pay of Governors of colo- 
nies ranges from $15,000 for the Gover- 
nor of Indo-China {to $4,000 for New 
Caledonia. 

The chief clerks of the two chambers 
receive $3,600 a year, and the Senators 
and Deputies $3,000 ¢ach, Prefects of 
departments get on the average aboul 
$4,000; treasurers-general, $9,500; rec- 
tors of univensities, $3,200, and the Grand 
Ghanecellor of the Legion of Honor, 
438,000. There are altogether only 1,460 
public officials — whose compensation 
amounts to $3,000 a year or over, 

It will be seen that the extravagance 
of the system is not in the units of pay. 
It is in the multiplication of unnecessary 
salaries. Some of the departments are 
especially overrun, In the Department! 
of Commerce the bureaus are manned 
for the most part by a chief, a deputy 
chief, a chief clerk and a copying clerk;
